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Applicant's Arguments dated December 4, 2006 have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 



In the remarks, Applicant argues, in substance, that (1) Applicant enables the limitation that the notifying message is sent to the device to 
comfirm that the device is subscribed to receive the service, and (2) Arnold is directed to service providers, not service recipient devices, 
and therefore does not meet the claimed limitation. 

As to point (1) Applicant is incorrect that one of ordinary skill in the art would find it reasonable to infer this limitation. It is believed that 
one of ordinary skill in the art would not be able to interpret that if the device is subscribed, the notifying message would not reconfirm that 
the device is subscribed again based on the recitation of "transmitting a notifying message to determine if a device 'can' receive a service" 
as described in the specification. One of ordinary skill in the art would merely understand this passage in the specification that the 
notifying message determines if the recipient device is available, not necessarily to reconfirm that the device is subscribed or not, because 
the database knows that the recipient is already subscribed for the service, however does not know if the device is 'up 1 or available. 
Sending a notification messge to determine if the device can be accessed (i.e. via PING, etc.) would be the most logical inference from 
this passage. By this rationale, the rejection is maintained. 

As to point (2) Applicants must understand that it is the combination of the three references being used in the rejection. Arnold, when 
taken in combination with Ngo and Malkin, would meet this limitation because, if the client device can be construed as the service 
provider, and the SIP server is construed as the service recipient (since the notification message is sent to the SIP server to confirm 
subscription of the service, in other words, that the server is still able to receive the service request ) this can easliy be modified to the 
system of Ngo-Malkin to meet the claimed invention. By this rationale, the rejection is maintained. 
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
